"Who Owns Who” in Dog and Cat World 
Is Subject of Legal Scrutiny 


mains on its owners property. When 
it strays, as any cat owner knows 
such an animal is quite likely to do 
during the course of a day, the fel- 
ine becomes subject only to the Jaws 
of nature. According to human law 
—and posibly the kitty, too—nobody 
owns a Stray cat. 

Dogs, on the other hand. enjoy 
a far more privileged station in the 
eyes of the law. They are considered 
the personal property of their own- 
ers much as a person’s house or 
automobile would be considered. 

If, while driving your car, you 
should hit a wandering dog and fail 
to stop, whether or not the dog is 
wearing a license, you are guilty of 
hit and run. When a motorist hits 
a dog the law states that he must 
stop, report to the dogs owner if 
possible and to the police. He should 
wait at the scene of the accident for 
the police to arrive. 

If the situation were reversed and 
a dog should be the cause of a traf- 
fic accident, the same reporting pro- 
cedure should be followed. If proof 
can be established that the wander- 
ing dog was the cause of the acci- 
dent, then the dog’s owner can be 
held responsible fort he accident.

LOOKING BACKWARD 


Episcopal Church Built in 


This is the thirty-third of a ser- 
ies of articles dealing with Menlo 
Park area history. 


The Menlo Park-Atherton area 
had, by 1884, a population of about 
250 persons. Although the distances 
from one part of the south county 
to another do not seem great today, 
they were sufficiently great in the 
days of “pure horsepower” to be a 
real problem. 

Hence in that year, Colonel and 
Mrs. E. E. Eyre of Atherton set 
about forming the third church to 
be established in Menlo Park: the 
Holy Trinity Episcopal church. Ac- 
cording to the first entry in the Holy 
Trinity Parish record: 

“On July 17, 1884, at the request 
of Mr. and Mrs. E. E. Eyre and other 
residents of Menlo Park (Menlo 
Park and Atherton—ed.) the Rev. 
William Stowe began to hold morn- 
ing services in the school house and 
continued through the summer.” 
BEGAN CHAPEL 

The services continued to be held 
at the school for more than a year; 
however, members of the congrega- 
tion were working toward the con- 
struction of a chapel—the same 
Holy Trinity Epicopal chape! which 
stands today on Pine street, near 
Ravenswood avenue. 

The building, however, had as 
its first site a lot facing what is 
now Encinal avenue; further north 
than the existing Menlo Park 
churches. 


It was dedicated, “free of debt,” 


on Sept. 26, 1886. 
In 1896 evening services were in- 
stituted at the church. 


Although there was need for such 
meetings, attendance was apparently 
affected by the fact that there was
